I've done much more work than you are in a position to know, and for ny own reasons I 
irn not frustrated. One of these reasons is that because I have taken a different 
approach, not the one I prefer but the one to wliich I saw no alte:viative f I was able 
to do what I think does severe to have some value. I have forgotten our correspon- 
dence so I nay be relating myself, but as distinguished foon the autliors of books 
that have got ;en and no* are getting much attention, I've made a rather large study 
of how the basic institutions of our society worked in that tjUxe of great stress and 
since then. In the course of this I have brought to light most of what is know than 
is factual, first in my seven books, six on the JFK assaasiiiation, one on that of 
Jr. King, and in a number of Freedom of Ixiformation law. uits by means of which I got 
about a third of a million pages of once-withheld records. These do, M believe, le .ve Jt 
without question that the crimes were never really investigated officially and 
thus ttere are no re-1 leads for private persons to follow up. 

At tte tine of these crimes the major media failed in its responsibility in a 
scoiety like ours, refusing to press for a real investigation, failing to even try 
to make their own, and then in its refusal to regard seriously the works that did 
leave it without question that the >o-calied investigation was no investigation at 
all and that officialdom lied to the people, to the entire world. No political figures 
<ith any influence refused to accept the official solutions until the house comittee 
was established, and it was nisdiretted on the one hcind by the authors of tte many 
conspiracy theories not one of .hich has a factual basis and on the other hand by the 
personal ambitions of t e staff and some of the Members. 

Unwelcome as they are, these art the facts, nothing U- ji change them and we are non 
none of us ter Jins, who remember the future. Ferhaps in the future the truth about 
the assassinations will be known, n*vn±ng who or what forces were responsible. But if 
it acss coroe out, it will riot be from the results of the official investigations.

The fact tliat I 
have been able to do what x have done, which is to raake a dependable, aX truthful and 
accurate record for the future, i3 why I an not frustrated today although 1 iiave faced 
more of wliat c.ui be regarded as frustrating actuations tegjhming with my first book, 
which was the first cock on the JFK assassination in turms of the official solution, 
ith the refusals of publishers international _y to publish it, with tte many problems 
of publashing my sell*, with the subsequent books and their similar problems, and with 
the lawrutis that the government op -osecL so vigorously, Feriiaps I should feel frus- 
trated because so many of the now popular cooks serve only two purpose other than 
tho i: e personal to their autliors. One is to deceive ana mislead zhb grieving anu trust- 
ing people, the other to obsfuscate more and thus lielp perpetuate official failures and 
dishonesties. The sincerity of some but not all of these authors i.r not a question, 
dhat they have published, however, sinplfcy is not factual and in many instances id not! 

The tra^iy is that their readers have no way of knowing tliis unled. a they are quite 
perceptive and make their own analyses, as almost none do or even think of. 

“tet you feel, what trouoles you, is what tte rmny others who wrr.te me feel ana are 
troubled by. But I cannot tell you other than the truuth and this is wliat I have done 
in my seven books, six of which, with some difficulty, I have kept available. The 
world in which we live is the world that made Hitler possible. Unfortunately, govern- 
ment do fail and as a result innoc nt people do suffer. I am sorry tha the trutli is 
so unpleasant, so unacceptable. But I do hone the refusal to accept the terrible fraud 
perpetrated by our government may in time change this situation.
